YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio IA P ) - 
f-ast of the top-of-the-ticket candi­ 
dates to take his stand on con­ 
troversial issue No. 2, U. S. Sen. 
John W. Bricker has announced: 
" I shall vote for the right-to-work 
amendment.” 


Bricker, campaigning for a third 
term in the Senate, said last week 
he would give his views on the 
proposal

making union shop agreements un­ 
lawful. 


Not until he was two-thirds of 
the way through his half - hour 
apeech Tuesday night did Bricker 
begin a discussion of the proposed 
amendment to the Ohio Constitu­ 
tion. 
He said he had "given careful 
attention to the arguments for and 
• gainst the proposa! as filed with 
the secretary of state for distribu­ 
tion to the voters of Ohio ” 
" I realize, of course, that it is 
not a party issue and that reason 
able and honest men and women 
may reach a different decision,” 
the 
silver-haired 
Republican ex­ 
plained. "A constitutional amend­ 
ment belongs to the people, re­ 
gardless of party, business or la­ 
bor affiliation.”

WASHINGTON (A P )—President 
Eisenhower said today he has yet 
to make a final decision on what 
missile 
facilities will be 
trans­ 
ferred to the new national space 
agency. 
He indicated at his news con­ 
ference that a request by K^ith 
Glennan, NASA director, for trans­ 
fer of 2,100 missile scientists from 
the Arm y’s Redstone Arsenal to 
the space agency is only a rec­ 
ommendation and not a final de­ 
cision. 
The President said a complete 
study is being made as to what 
facilities should be phced under 
the space bureau. He said when 
a final decision is made he will 
make it. 
Eisenhower said the Glennan re­ 
quest had not even come to the 
space agency of which the Presi­ 
dent is chairman. 
The Army is looking for support 
for a campaign to save its space- 
missile team after receiving an 
apparent setback in its initial ef­ 
fort to take the issue direct to 
Eisenhower. 
The issue was raised Tuesday 
by the request from the space 
agency for authority to take over 


keymen and facilities from the 
Army’s Huntsville team.

Feuding Mayor Is Jailed 


By His Police Chief Foe 


AURORA, 111. (A P ) - Mayor 
Paul Egan, who has been feuding 
and fussing with the police chief 
he fired but who has refused to 
quit. was jailed Tuesday night— 
by the chief 
Egan, the controversial and pub­ 
licity-minded chief e x e c u t i v e , 
stayed in his cell about five hours, 
long after his bond of $200 was 
posted. He had been charged with 
disorderly conduct. 
The 60 year-oW mayor wouldn’t 
leave until bond for four college 
youths had been posted. They had 
been arrested when they refused 
to 
disperse 
from 
the 
mayor’s 
emergency citizen’* meeting. Po­ 
lice broke up the meeting, declar­ 
ing it an unlawful assembly. 
The stumpy little mayor put up 
a brief struggle. 
Egan had called the meeting to 
organize a law enforcement group 
to replace the city’* 68-man police 
force, which he also has fired. 
He was in the midst of a tirade 
against the world in general ana 
Police Chief Donald Curran in par­ 


ticular when the chief and eight 
policemen walked into the Coun­ 
cil chamber. 
"We got 10,000 people in A mer 
ic* w’orse than anything they’ve 
got in Russia.” 
Egan told the 
crowd of about 400. "And that 
Curran is the worst criminal in 
the whole world. He’s worse than 
Khrushchev.” 
Curran, speaking over a porta­ 
ble loud speaker, drowned out the 
mayor s words, as he said: "M ay­ 
or Egan. I arrest you in the name 
of the law for disorderly conduct 
and creating a disturbance.” 
"You’ll hear about this,” Egan 
shouted as the cops seized him. 
"This is goint to be the most cost­ 
ly thing you ever did.” 
The mayor's troubles with the 
police erupted about three weeks 
ago when he fired Curran and the 
police force for failing to clamp 
down on bingo But the City Coun­ 
cil. voting 4-1, backed Curran and 
the police force. Egan’s efforts to 
take charge have been frustrated 
on every front.

head of the Massachusetts Board 
of Education, 'W’as able to forward 
this effort and he has come to be 
known nationally, although we real­ 
ly have to go back to the Law of 
1647 which was probably the first 
legislative act in the world to pro­ 
vide for free public e d u c a t ion 
through the general taxation of all 
the people. 
It must never be forgotten that 
at the heart of this system was 
5 classical and religious education. 
The Collegiate School in New York 


Í City, which dates back to 1628,, 
was a 
parochial 
school of the 


.Dutch Reformed Church. The Bos-» 
ton Latin School goes back to 1635; 
it was a Con.gregational parochial 
school. Both are still in existence. 
E'ven before the days of Sears 
and Mann, private a c a d e m ies ^ 
came into existence, o.ften endow- * 
ed by private citizen.s or given land 
by the state. The first, incorporated 
academy in Massachusettcs w a s j 
founded by Judge Samuel Phillips I 
in 1780. 
This very incomplete and cur- i 
sory account of this subject is giv-' 
en to call attention to the simple 
fact that tho.se who want to tax !

Charlie is 30, a radiographer at 
the Bethlehem Steel Forge River 
Shipyard, and uses atomic gear in 
his work. 
On this day he was using the 
cobalt to check a weld on a pro- 
pellor shaft strut. 
After clearing the area of per- 
aonnel, the cobalt pellet was shift­ 
ed to position by remote control, 
from a lead safe. A spring 'was 
supposed to pull the pellet back. 
'“ .My safety 'film badge sho'W'ed 
normal, and the safety lights were 
©n,” he said. ‘'*It 'was b'e.forc w'C 
had geiger counters.” 
But something hap'pened to the 
spring. The hot cobalt pellete was 
pulled only part of the way back. 
“ I was getting ready for my 
second exposure when 1 felt some­ 
body grab me by the leg. 
“ It was 'the Massaeh'usetts state 
Inspector. He had a geiger counter 
.and it was clicking away, showing 
780 milli-roentgens per hour. We 
are not allowed to be exposed to 


a maximum of 300 in a 40-hour 
w'eek. 
“They rushed me to a hospital 
and took a blood count right 
away. At the same time, they sent 
my fü'mi badge 'to the"'toacer .lab 
to find out how bad the exposure 
was. 
“ It took a couple of days, and 
I 
can tell you they were mighty 
bad days. Everybody was pretty 
worried about it. 
“ But the film badge showed I’d 
taken. onl.y 45 M.R’s.” 
That didn’t stop the checking. A 
company doctor and. his own doctor 
checked him once a week for a long 
time. The badge had beent pinned 
on his shirt and there was no tell­ 
ing how big a dose his head or 
hands or legs might have taken. 
“I spent a good many sleepless 
n i^ U at first. But after a while, 
things eased up. The blood counts 
didn’t show any danger symp­ 
toms.”

Ohio Democrats Hopeful of Gain In State House 


By R E E D SMITH 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—Demo­ 
crats are high on their chances 
for breaking the Republican hold 
on elective State 
House offices 
this year. 
But an all-veteran team of COP 
incumbents shows every indication 
of keeping the ball as the Nov. 4 
election campaign heads into the 
final weeks. 
Bucking for offices below that of 
governor are two seasoned Demo­ 
cratic campaigners and a third 
who acts like one. A fourth can­ 
didate with a good 
Democratic 
vote-getting name joins them this 
weekend on leave from military 
•ervice. 
At stake are the offices of lieu­ 
tenant 
governor, 
secretary 
of 
state, treasurer and attorney gen­ 
eral. New terms are four years 
for the first time. Present terms 
are for two years. 
Major importance attaches to 
the office of lieutenant governor 
because he takes over in event of 
a vacancy in the governor’s office. 
Otherwise the lieutenant governor 
presides over the Senate during 
sessions of the Legislature. 
Seeking a sixth term is Repub­ 
lican Lt. Gov. Paul M. Herbert 
of Columbus. The widely known 
trial lawyer served three terms 
between 1939 and 1945, a fourth 
term in 194 7 49 and won election 
two years ago to his fifth term. 
He also served four terms in the 
General Assembly and made an 
unsuccessful bid for governor in 
1944 He is 68. 
John Donahey, 53, of Alliance, 
I 
the 
Democratic 
nominee for 
lieutenant governor He is the sec­ 
ond of six living sons of the late 
Gov. and U. S. Sen. A. V. (Vie) 
Donahey but never has held pub­ 
lic office. He sought nomination 
for U. S. senator in 1952 and nomi­ 
nation for for state treasurer two 
years later. In 1956, he won the 
nomination for treasurer but lost 
in the general election. This year 
Donahey beat sue other candidates 
to gain nomination for lieutenant 
governor. 
The secretary of state’s race 
pits a political unknown with a well 
known name against Republican 
Ted W. Brown, who seeks a fifth 
consecutive term 
The 
Democratic 
nominee 
is 
Asher W. Sweeney of Salem, 37- 
year-old Army captain who dons 
civvies during his annual leave to 


campaign. The former steel com­ 
pany attorney rose from the ranks 
of lieutenant during South Pacific 
service in World War II and was 
recalled to active duty during (Jie 
Korean conflict. 
Former secretaries of state with 
the same name were Democrats 
John E 
Sweeney of Cleveland, 
1941-43, and Charles F. Sweeney 
of Wakeman, Erie County, 1949-51. 
Brown, born 52 years ago in 
Springfield, formerly 
served 
as 
Clark County recorder and held 
an administrative post in the State 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles. He re­ 
ceived American Heritage Founda­ 
tion awards in 1952 and 1956 for 
the best national record of any offi­ 
cial in,the education of voters and 
in arousing voter interest in elec­ 
tions. 
The race for state treasurer lies 
between Roger W. Tracy of Co­ 
lumbus, COP incumbent seeking 
a fifth term, and Demcrat Joseph 
T. Ferguson The Democrat was 
an opponent in previous elections 
of both Tracy and his father, the 
late Joseph T, Tracy, state audi­ 
tor between 1921 and 1937. Fergu­ 
son was state auditor between 1937 
and 1953. 
Tracy, 55, became state treasur­ 
er in 1950 after trying to unseat 
Ferguson as auditor in 1944 and 
1948 elections. Before his election 
Tracy was a state examiner, fi­ 
nance director of the Cleveland 
Heights public school system and 
a cost analyst for the U. S. Signal 
Corps. 
Ferguson ran unsuccessfully in 
1928 for the auditor’s job, then 
held by the elder Tracy, and for 
.'tate treasurer in 1930, 32 and 34. 
After he became auditor in 1937, 
Ferguson ran unsuccessfully for 
governor in 1942 and U. S. senator 
in 1950. He could do that without 
risking his job because the audi­ 
tor served for four years, instead 
of two, and those elections came 
in mid term. 
After his 1952 defeat for a fifth 
term as auditor, Ferguson tried 
in 1954 to unseat Tracy as treasur­ 
er. Two years later he failed in 
an effort to regain his post as au­ 
ditor and last year met defeat in 
a bid for the job as Columbus 
city auditor. A native of Perry 
County. Ferguson is 66 
Republican Atty. Gen. William 
Saxbe. 42. is opposed for a sec­ 
ond term by Mark Mc Elroy, Cleve­ 
land Democrat waging hit first 


statewide race. McElroy, 52. for­ 
merly served in both houses of the 
Ohio Legislature and as a Cleve­ 
land city councilman. He made an 
unsuccessful 
bid for 
mayor 
of 
Cleveland last year. An attorney 
since 1934, he is a graduate of 
Western Reserve Law School. 
Saxbe practiced law in Mechan­ 
icsburg after graduation from Ohio 
State University Law School. A 
bomber pilot in World War II, 
Saxbe is a lieutenant colonel in 
the Ohio National Guard. He serv­ 
ed four terms in the Ohio House, 
the last as speaker in 1953-54. Dur­ 
ing his last term he campaigned 
unsuccessfully for the Republican 
nomination in the race for the U S. 
Senate seat left vacant by the 
death of Robert A. Taft.

Ohio Democrats Hopeful of Gain In State House 
By REED SMITH 
COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP)-Demo- 
crats are high on their chances 
for breaking the Republican hold 
on elective Slate House offices 
this year. 
But an a 11-veteran team of GOP 
incumbents shows every indication 
of keeping the ball as the Nov. 4 
election campaign heads into the 
final weeks. 
Bucking for offices below that of 
governor are two seasoned Demo­ 
cratic campaigners and a third 
who acts like one. A fourth can­ 
didate with a good Democratic 
vote-getting name joins them this 
weekend on leave from military 
service. 
At slake are the offices of lieu­ 
tenant governor, secretary of 
state, treasurer and attorney gen­ 
eral. New terms are four years 
for ‘the first time. Present terms 
are for two years. 
Major importance attaches to 
the office of lieutenant governor 
because he takes over in event of 
a vacancy in the governor’s office. 
Otherwise the lieutenant governor 
presides over the Senate during 
sessions of the Legislature. 
Seeking a sixth term is Repub­ 
lican Lt. Gov. Paul .M. Herbert 
of Columbus. The widely known 
trial lawyer served three terms 
between 1939 and 1945, a fourth 
term in 1947-49 and won election 
two years ago to his fifth term. 
He also served four terms in the 
General Assembly and made an 
unsuccessful bid for governor in 
1944. He is 68. 
John Donahey, 53, of .Mliance, 
if the Democratic nominee for 
lieutenant governor. He is 'the sec­ 
ond of six living sons of the late 
Gov. and U. S. Sen. A. V. (Vic) 
Donahey but never has held pub­ 
lic office. He sought nomination 
for U. S. senator in 1952 and nomi­ 
nation for for state treasurer two 
years later. In 1956, he won the 
nomination for treasurer but lost 
in the general election. This year 
Donahey beat six other candidates 
to gain nomination for lieutenant 
governor. 
The secretary of state's race 
pits a ;politkai unknown 'with a well 
known name against Republican 
Ted W. Brown, who seeks a fifth 
consecutive term. 
The Democratic nominee is 
Asher W. Sweeney of Salem, 37- 
year-old Army captain who dons 
civvies during hts annua! leave to 


campaign. The former steel com­ 
pany attorney rose from the ranks 
of lieutenant during South Pacific 
service in World War II and was 
recalled to active duty during t^e 
Korean conflict. 
Former secretaries of state with 
the same name were Democrats 
John E. Sweeney of Cleveland, 
1941-43, and Charles F. Sweeney 
of Wakeman, Erie County, 1949-51. 
Brown, born 52 years ago in 
Springfield, formerly served as 
Clark County recorder and held 
an administrative post in the State 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles. He re­ 
ceived American Heritage Founda­ 
tion awards in 1952 and 1956 for 
the best national record of any offi­ 
cial in*the education of voters and 
in arousing voter interest in, elec­ 
tions. 
The race for state treasurer lies 
between Roger W. Tracy of Co­ 
lumbus, GOP inc'um.bent seeking 
; a fifth term, and Demcrat Joseph 
I T. Ferguson. The Democrat was 
; an opponent in 'p.revious elections 
I of both Tracy and his father, the 
; late Joseph T. Tracy, state audi- 
i tor between 1921 and 1937. Fergu- 
j son was state auditor between 1937 
i and 1953. 
I Tracy, 55, became state treasur­ 
er in 19;50 after trying to unseat 
Ferguson as auditor in 1944 and 
! 1948 elections. Before his election 
j Tracy was a slate examiner, £i- 
! nance director of the Cleveland 
I Heights public school system and 
: a cost analyst for the U. S. Signal 
i Corps. 
Ferguson ran unsuccessfully in 
1928 for the auditor's job, then 
held by the elder Tracy, and for 
state treasurer in 19.30, 32 and 34. 
After he became auditor in 1937, 
Ferguson ran unsuccessfully for 
governor in 1942 and U. S. senator 
in 1950. He could do that without 
risking his job because the audi­ 
tor served for four years, instead 
of tw'o, and those elections cam.e 
in mid-term. 
After his 1952 defeat for a fifth 
term as auditor, Ferguson tried 
in 1954 to un.stat Tracy as treasur­ 
er. Two years later he failed in 
an effort to regain his post as au­ 
ditor and last year met defeat in 
a bid for the job as Columbus 
’ city auditor. A native of Perry 
! County, Ferguson is 66. 
Republican A tty. Gen. William 
Saxbe, 42, is opposed for a sec­ 
ond term by .Mark McElroy, Cleve­ 
land Democrat waging his first 


statewide race. McElroy, 52, for­ 
merly served in both houses of the ; 
Oh'io legislature and as a Cleve* Í 
land city councilman. He made an ’ 
unsuccessful bid for mayor of ! 
Cleveland last year; An attorney | 
since 1934, he is a graduate of ! 
Western Reserve Law School. 
; 
Saxbe practiced law in Meehan- ‘ 
icsburg after graduation fro,m Oh,io I 
State University Law School. A I 
bomber pilot in World War II, | 
Saxbe is a lieutenant colonel in ’ 
the Ohio National Guard. He serv­ 
ed four terms in the Ohio House, 
the last as speaker in 1953-54. Dur­ 
ing his.last 'term he campaigned 
unsuccessfully for the Republican 
nomination in the race for the U.S. 
Senate seat left vacant by the 
death of Robert A. Taft. 
Salaries of the secretary of 
state, treasurer, and attorney gen­ 
eral are $15,(MM) a year. The lieu­ 
tenant governor receives $8,(MM) an­ 
nually.

CINCINNATI (A P ) — A distin­ 
guished educator who doubles as 
a biblical archaeologist says he 
has found new'proof of ancient 
civilization in Israel’s Negev De­ 
sert. 
The Negev is now a scorched, 
barren wasteland, but Dr. Nelson 
Glueck said Monday it once ap­ 
parently flourished with farmland, 
wilderness and fortresses that go 
as far back as the fourth millet) 
ium BC. He said: 
“ I think it is bound to be in­ 
habited again. It represents one 
half of the total territory of the 
state of Israel. 
“ But it will require more water 
than the ancients used. People to­ 
day take baths.” 
Dr. Glueck is president of the 
Hebrew Union College-Jewish In­ 
stitute of Religion, which has cam­ 
puses here and in New York and 
a new one in Israel, 
Most famed for discovery of 
King Solomon's copper mines, Dr. 
Glueck for the past seven years 
has organized summer archaeo­ 
logy expeditions for a methodical 
search of the area south of Beer- 


Abraham’s time to the end of the 
Byzantine Period.

Dr. Glueck said it used to be 
thought that the Negev became so 
arid and lifeless because of chang­ 
ing weather, but he said he has 
revised that idea, He said, “ It was 
because God created man as his 
most destructive creature.

Eaton Says Odds Favor 
All-Out Nueleor War 


C LEV ELA N D (A P )—All-out nu­ 
clear 
war, 
continuation 
of the 
cold war or an agreement and 
accommodation with the Commu­ 
nist world are “ the three roads of 
destiny for the United States to­ 
d ay/’ Cyrus S. Eaton told the 
Cleveland Advertising Club at a 
noon luncheon today. 
The industrialist described his 


six-week trip to Europe, his visit 
in the Soviet Union and his l a ­ 
bour meeting with Prem ier Khru- 
schev. 
It i.s the unanimous opiniO'n of 80 
scientists from 22 countries that 
90 per cent of our people and all 
our great cities would be wiped 
o'ut by a..U-0'Ul nuclear war., Eaton 
said. 
“ The greatest danger we face is 
that the people of the Soviet Union 
and China, numbering al.m.ost a 
billion, will be led to believe that 
the west is deter'mined on their 
destruction and that they must 
fight in self-defense.” 
He said, "The odds are in fa­ 
vor of this road to destiny.” 
A continuation of the cold war 
and “ pouring out money on unsta­ 
ble nations all over the world” will 
result in a taxation burden that 
“ W ill bust us . . . (an d ) . . . w'iH 
be the end of private inve.stment 
and free enterprise,” Eaton said. 
“ There is a third road of destiny 
and that is to reach an agreement 
and accommodation with the So­ 
viet Union and peoples Republic 
of China,” the 74-year-old iinao- 
cier continued. 
" I am convinced that the peo­ 
ple of the Soviet Union want peace 
and that their government would 
like to terminate the cold war and 
turn their resources to raising the 
standard of living, improving the 
educational system and their ag­ 
ricultural potentialities,” he added. 
“ Fo r 
centuries 
the people of 
China have been the most peace- 
loving inhabitants of the world. 
We can deal with them if we try.”
